Holiness Pope Pius XII has issued 
a 10,000-word encyclical laying 
down norms for ever-increasing 
missionary efforts throughout the 
world. The Pontiff particularly 
stressed the importance of 
strengthening the native clergy, 
since foreign missionaries are 
banned by the persecutions raging 
in many pagan lands. 


The Encyclical is named after its 
opening words “Evangelii Prae- 
cones” (Heralds of the Gospel). 
[It was issued on the 25th anniver- 
sary of the Encyclical “Rerum 
Ecclesiae” by Pius XI, which also 
dealt with the mission work of the 
Church. The new document is 
dated June 2, 1951. feast day of 
St. Eugene, the Holy Father's 
patron saint. 


The Pontiff cited the great pro- 
gress made by the missions during 
the quarter-century since Pius XI 
issued his encyclical and referred 
to the fact that in that period the 
number of Catholics in mission 
lands has risen from 15 to 28 
millions. He fully endorsed the 
principles laid down by his pre- 
decessor but, like him, warned that 
despite all that has been achieved 
much more remains to be done. 

“Venerable brethren,” the Pope 
told the Bishops throughout the 
world, “you are well aware that 
almost the whole human race is 
today allowing itself to be driven 
into two opposing camps: for 
Christ and against Christ. The 
human race is involved today in a 
supreme crisis which will issue in 
its salvation by Christ, or in its 
utter destruction. 

“Preachers of the Gospel are 
using their talents and energies to 
extend the Kingdom of Christ: but 
there are other preachers who, 
since they profess materialism and 
reject all hope for eternal happi- 
ness, are trying to drag men down 
to an abject condition.”

commencement of Xavier Univer- 
sity. 


The Archbishop told his audience 
that “‘we have considered it neces- 
sary to meet this challenge here.” 


He spoke with particular reference}ment on our political liberty and 


to a review of John Hallowell’s 
book “Main Currents in Modern 
Political Thought” written for the 
Saturday Review of Literature by 
Prof. H. Stuart Hughes of Harvard 
University. The theme of Mr. Hal- 
lowell’s book is that the trend 
among intellectuals today is back 
toward religion. Archbishop Alter 
found that “Professor Hughes 
clearly is not in sympathy with this 
intellectual trend back toward re- 
ligion,” and quotes him as saying: 
“Some day we may find ourselves 


‘Jooking for the guarantee of our 


liberties to the hierarchies of a 
Church that pours open scorn on 
the very idea of intellectual free- 
dom as we now understand it.” 


The Archbishop answered Pro- 
fessor Hughes by presenting and 
answering this question: Does the 
Church impose disabling restric- 
tions on its universities and col- 
leges, so as to impede the free- 
dom of their teaching or the valid- 
ity of their research work? 


In this discussion of religious 
freedom, Archbishop Alter explain- 
ed the precise meaning of the doc- 
trine of infallibility. “If the re- 
ligious and academic world would 
once clearly grasp the fact that the 
infallibility of the Church is ¢con- 
cerned only with the message of 
Divine Revelation and not with 
science, art or culture, then it 
would find no difficulty in reconcil- 
ing infallibility with intellectual 
freedom,” he argued. 


In his analysis of political free- 
dom the Archbishop sought to clear 
up the confusion arising from the 
failure to distinguish between “‘tol- 
erance in the political order and 
tolerance in the intellectual order,” 
saying: “The Church holds the first 
and rejects the second.”

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The Child In The Community 


Panel address given by Dr. Ber- 
nard Kohlbremner of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame at the recent 
Diocesan Convention of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Women 
in South Bend. The concluding in- 
staliment of the address will be 
published next week. 

Unfortunately for many of these 
youths, their life becomes revolv- 


ing around sport, play, movies 
and parties and likewise, delin- 
quency. There is the very real 
prospect of universal military 
training for youths, which may 
have its advantages, but likewise 
which may be fraught with some 
dangers and may have some posi- 
tive disadvantages, In any event, 
we do not, as a nation, seem 
ready for this, since there is such 
a widespread difference of opinion 
on the subject and on its merits 
and on its dangers. Many, at least, 
believe so keenly that. we are un- 
ready for universal military train- 
ing and even, indeed, for selective 
service of youths, that special ef- 
forts are being made in prepara- 
tion for the induction of such 
youths into service. These hur- 
ried attempts seem to indicate 
that, somehow or other, neither 
the homes nor the churches nor 
the schools have touched sufficient- 
ly or adequately the areas and the 
interests and the activities of | 
youths which will be in the lime- 
light once they are in service or 
preparing for service. 
Dissatisfaction of Youths With 
Their Schooling 

Drop-outs from schools seem to 
be dependent upon a number of 
causes, but among them, certainly, 
is the dissatisfaction that so many 
of their group feel with the kind 
of schooling and the kind of lead- 
ership that is being given to them 
while they are in high school. 
Many of them believe that the cur- 
riculum and the courses of study 
and the books read have little or 
no connection with the things in 
which they are most vitally inter- 
ested, Nor do they find at home 
very often the opportunity to sat- 
isfy their interests and have their 
questions answered on these prob- 
lems which appear vital and im- 
portant to them, and which are 
vital and important to them. This 
manifests itself in the most ex- 
treme form in the rise of delin- 
quency, a subject on which a great 
deal has been written, but a sub- 
ject, likewise, about which we 
know far too little. This dissatis- 
faction is often in evidence by the 
poor quality of young family life 
which this country seems to have. 
The insecurity, the lack of infor- 
mation, the indifference of young 
parents with respect to their chil- 
dren, all indicate that somewhere 
along the line they have not been 
given the kind of preparation that 
they themselves feel they should 
have had, that now that they are 
in the first stages of adult life 
they are unprepared for such life. 
Much, of course, is being done by 
churches, by schools, by parents, 
by community agencies of sne sort 
or another, to take care of these 
matters, but most of them are 
remedial in character rather than 
preventive. 

I think we should take a cue 
here from the progress that has 
been made in the field of medi- 
cine. Medicine made its greatest 
progress when it began to go from 
merely trying to remedy ills once 
they had appeared or become 
chronic, to their concern with pre- 
venting difficulties and diseases. 
So, too, in this matter of the prep- 
aration of youth for life in the 
community. We should concentrate 
more attention, more time, more

“While all of Europe is bein 
held in the throes of a murdétou 
war, on whose dangers and deaths 
and consequences no one can re- 
flect without being oppressed with 
profound sadness, We also confess 
to being crushed at the thought 
of the dangers to the life and safe- 
ty of so many people, whose wel- 
fare lies so close to Our heart. In 
the midst of this awful tragedy, 
We realize that Qur fatherly char- 
ity and Apostolic office bids Us 
lift men’s souls heavenwards to 
Him Who alone can help us, to 
Jesus Christ, the Prince of peace 
and Almighty Mediator between 
God and man. 


“Wherefore We exhort the Cath- 
olics of the whole world to betake 
themselves with confidence to this 
throne of mercy and grace... 
that God in His clemency may 
withdraw from us, a8 s00n as pos- 
sible, the scourge of war by in- 
spiring the leaders of nations with 
sentiments of peace instead of 
vengeance.” 


The Holy Father was declining. 
His sight was failing him. “I am 
suffering,” he said, “for all those 
who are dying on the fields of bat- 
tle.” 


Although he was fast approach- 
ing his agony, he asked his physi- 
cian, Prof. Marchiafava, to allow 
him to get up and do some work. 
To the doctor’s respectful but firm 
refusal, Pius X resigned himself 
and answered, “Very well. Very 
well, If you wish it so, I shall re- 
main in bed through obedience to 
my old affectionate friend.” 

Dr. Marchiafava, illustrious Ro- 
man physician who enjoyed the 
special confidence of the Pope, 
testified that the terrible war which 
broke out in Europe was the im- 
mediate cause of the Pontiff’s 
death. 


“Your Holiness,” the doctor re- 
monstrated, “do not disturb your- 
self so. Rest quietly. Your health 
is 12 gag for the Ba lh ox the 
world,” 


The Pope smiled in reply. “What 
are you saying, doctor? Millions of 
men in battle and dying by the 
thousands, men whom I have tried 
to save and could not, Nothing is 
left to me but sorrow. If I do not 
think about the salvation of 4&9 
many strong young men, [I whd 
have the highest office of peace, 
who do you suppose will concern 
himself about them?” 

“It was this condition of spirit,” 
concluded the doctor, “which hast- 
ened and brought about his death.” 


The last words spoken to Pius 
X to which he responded was the 
prayer of Monsignor Bressan: 


“Most Sacred Heart of Jesus, I 
place my trust in Thee.” The last 
words which the Pontiff himgelf 
pronounced were spoken to his con- 
fessor: 

“I make a sacrifice of my life for 
the lives of my sons.” 

As the end drew near, he lost his 
power of speech, but could still 
recognize those who were near 
him; his hands would respond to 
what was placed into them and 
were frequently raised to bless the 
bystanders. From time to time he 
managed to bless himself on the 
forehead and across the breast with 
a large and painfully slow sign of 
the Cross. A few minutes later at 
1:15 in the morning, in perfect 

eace and pemqerere, he gave up 
his soul to God. 

Pius X had asked to be buried in 
the crypt of St. Peter's, and ex- 

ressly forbade that his body should 
# embalmed. His desire was satis- 
fied on the 23rd of August, when 
he was buried in the grotto of the 
Vatican Basilica, not far from the 
tomb of the Prince of the Apostles.

A Thought For The Week 
Miracles Are Being Worked All The Time 


py TODAY’S gospel is recorded a 
second miracle which our Divine 
Savior wrought to feed the multi- 
tude that followed and remained 
with Him for three days without 
eating. In His first miracle of that 
kind He fed 5,000 men besides pro- 
bably an equal number of women 
and many more children, with five 
loaves and two fishes. The second 
miracle records that He fed 4,000 
with seven loaves anda “few” 
fishes. In “both miracles the left- 
over food filled many baskets. 
St. Augustine reminds us that 
while we show amazement at these 
miracles, the same happens by a 
natural law, which had God as its 
Author, in the multiplication of 
fruits, vegetables, grain. A bushel 
of corn or wheat or oats sown in 
the field yields hundred of bushels. 
This is just as much of a miracle 
of multiplication as that wrought 
directly by Christ. We do not refer 
to the same as miracles because 
this multiplication is so common. 
It is going on all the time. When 
we have fall and winter here, they 


have spring and summer south of 
the equator. 

We could not live at all if this 
multiplication did not take place. 
We read of famines in India and 
China and other parts of the world 
precisely because the rice or other 
grains sown are prevented from 
multiplying because of the condi- 
tion of the weather, such as the 
lack of rain or too much rain. 

The average American would 
find it. unbearable to be deprived 
of body food for a period of three 
days, but he himself deprives his 
soul of the Eucharistic food, not 
only for three days but three 
months; and in some cases for a 
whole year, Yet it is far more im- 
portant to feed his soul than to 
feed his body. 

Everything spiritual seems to 
tire him. He finds even the Sunday 
Mass and sermon too long, while 
an equal amount of time spent at 
the movies or in a tavern or at a 
banquet seems extremely short.

WHAT is the condition of the Church in Puerto Ricof 


This island possession of the 
United States has, like practically 
all Latin countries in this hemis- 
phere, been short of priests. But 


from all accounts there has been. 


a spiritual revival on that island, 
despite the facts that nearly all 
the children are in public schools 
where they receive no religious 
education, Spiritualism has been 
very prevalent, and Freemasonry 
of the anti-Christian type has been 
very active in politics. 


Last year more than 20,000 
Puerto Rican men marched through 
the streets of Ponce in a religious 
observance. They carried banners 
inscribed “Let us make a better 
Puerto Rico.” 


There are proportionately more 
divorces in Puerto Rico than there 
are in the United States which, of 
course, usually result in remar- 
riage. This automatically puts out 
of the Church people who had been 
Catholic. 


It must be remembered that 
2,250,000 people live within about 


7,000 square miles in Puerto Rico, 
or in an area no larger than three 
or four counties in our midwestern 
states. That is more than half the 
number of people who live in the 


entire State of Indiana which has 
ninety-three counties. Puerto Rico 
is the third most populated region 
in the. world. 


Of the 408,000 students attending 
primary and secondary schools in 
Puerto Rico 386,000 or 94.57% 
attend public schools, which have 
been secular for a half century. 
In fact they are more than that. 
They have been, in large part, 
positively anti-religious. 


Protestants operate 400 churches 
in Puerto Rico and claim a mem- 
bership of about 50,000. They have 
ingratiated themselves with the 
people chiefly through hospitals, 
weekly radio programs, libraries 
and branch libraries over the 
island, recreational activities, 
which the Catholic Church has not

Who Knows Russia? 


R- GORDON WASSON, a banker, 

writing in Think (May, 1951) 
gives a _very good appraisal of 
Communist leaders in whatever 
country they work. But he tells us 
that not one of the allied powers, 
including the United States, knows 
Russia. He that we cannot 
very well plan consistently if we 
do not know our foe. 

Much has been written and said 
about “one world,” but Russia is 
one of the most populated nations 
im this world, and we do not know 
her or her people. 


urchill said, back in 1940, 
“Russia is a riddle, wrapped in 
mystery, inside an enigma.” Mr. 
Wasson claims that aphorism is 
almost as true today as it was ten 
years ago. 

In 1917 Russia was the weakest 
nation in the world. It had to fall 
out of the war because it could go 
on no longer; then it had a sort of 
democratic revolution under Ker- 
ensky; then it had another revolu- 
tion out of which Bolshevism or 
Communism was born; then fol- 
lowed a number of years of liqui- 
dations, famines, confiscations of 
property, the opening of vast con- 
centration camps. From that time 
its people have never been allowed 
to leave the country and outsiders 
are not welcomed in Russia. 

Lenin had planned to communize 
Spain as the next nation, and men, 
who had attempted to capture Aus- 
tria and Hungary earlier were sent 
to Spain in 1936 to help organize 
all the radical forces there for the 
purpose of overthrowing the king 
and enthroning a Communist dic- 
tator. But Russia lost. 

Later she availed herself of an 
opportunity to get hold of much

He tells us that they are East 
European Slavs; that Americans 
know very little about any of the 
Slavie nations, let alone the most 
eastern group which lives in Rus- 
sia. 


Backgrounds 


ReCAUsE of widespread ignor- 

ance concerning Russia and 
the necessity of a wledge of 
backgrounds in interpreting to- 
day's events, we have been pub- 
li g a series of articles review- 
ing Russia’s history since the Com- 
munist revolution of 1917. Today 
we recall events of 1921 and 1922. 
On March 1, 1921, reports came 
from*Revel and Helsingfors of. an 
anti-Bolshevist uprising in Petro- 
ry ; and Moscow. It was claimed 

at: 
“Workingmen who have recently 
returned to Russia from America 
are leaders of the Revolutionists.” 
On March 21, 1921, Russia, 
through Maxim Litvinoff, appealed 
to President Harding for the re- 
sumption of trade relations. He 
deplored the hostility of the Rus- 
sian Republic by President Wilson. 


~— on March 25, 1921, wrote: 
“It is manifest to this govern- 
ment that in existing circumstan- 
ces there is no assurance for the 
development of trade, as the sup- 
plies which Russia might now be 
able to obtain would be wholly in- 
adequate to meet her needs, and no 
lasting good can result so long as 
the present cause of progressive 
impoverishment continues to oper- 
ate.” 
In May, 1921, Nikolai Lenin an- 
nounced: 

“The peasants are not satisfied. 
They do not care for the economic 
forms we offered them. We must 
not conceal anything, bat admit 
that a form of relationship which 
the peasantry does not care for 
will never exist. The peasantry 
has become far more middle-class 
than before. The village has been 
leveled down. The middle-class 
peasant now predominates. We 
must, therefore, see what this 
peasant wants. He demands: (1) A 
certain freedom in his economic 
turnover; (2) opportunity to mar- 
ket his products in exchange for 


goods. 
The Pope And Famine

distributing food, but as ‘the Euro- 
pean nations are offering little 
help, the relief work is still wholly 
inadequate. The Holy Father, 
however, has subscribed 1,000,000 
lire for famine relief, one-half of 
it being placed at Dr.Nansen’s dis- 
posal.” 


The Rev. Edmond A. Walsh, S_J., 
was~ placed in charge of the dis- 
tribution of funds, exceeding 
$1,000,000.00, contributed by the 
Catholics of the United States for 
relief work in Russia. For sev- 
eral months 120,000 Russian peo- 
ple were fed daily with money con- 
tributed by the Catholics over 
here. 

Father Walsh recalls his experi- 
ences in a new book “Total Em- 
pire” released on June 15 by the 
Bruce Publishing Co., Milwaukee, 
at $3.50 We shall refer to this 
book at ter length in another 
issue. € would point out here, 
however, that we share Father 
Walsh’s conviction that the Rus- 
sian Revolution, set in proper fo- 
cus, is the most important single 
political event in history since the 
fall of the Roman Empire. He who 
would interpret today’s events, in 
all of which Russia and Commu- 
nism are concerned, must know 
that they have not chan one 
iota in their basic principles and 
conduct from 1917 to the present 


day.

Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, Gen- | 
eral Secretary of the Nationa! 
Council of Churches, made similar 
observations in regard to religion's 
place in colleges. Dr. Cavert was 
one of the Associates of the POAU, 
yet he observed: 

“Colleges today turn out stu- 
dents who have an intimate ac- 
quaintance with Russian novelists, 
but lack so much as a nodding ac- 
quaintance with the Bible. ' 

“The lack of serious concern with 
religion in institutions of higher 
learning is at least a partial ex- 
planation of the lack of dedication 
and commitment in many of their 
graduates. 

“In effect, even if not in intent, 
the educational institutions are 
saying to students: ‘Religion is not 
important enough to be a concern 
of the university. We omit it be- 
eause it is a matter of minor im- 
portance, not calling for serious 
examination.’ ” 

Dr. Cavert spoke at Commence- 
ment Exercises at American Uni- 
versity, a Methodist institution. Al- 
though tax-supported institutions 
of higher learning cannot take the 
Christian understanding of life “as 
their working basis,” Dr. Cavert 
said they can at least “maintain a 
sympathetic orientation towards

Styling himself an “unworthy 
successor,” Pope Pius XII thanked 
Divine Providence which made it 
his lot to answer the desire of 
hearts since the time of Pius X’s 
death, and to “cause the shining 
star of his white figure to glow 
resplendent through the doleful 
gaze which clouds the still uncer- 
tain path of the world so that he 
may illumine the way and 
strengthen the steps of wandering 
humanity.” 

Pope Pius XII declared that “for 
more than two centuries a day of 
splendor comparable to this has not 
descended upon the Roman ponti- 
ficate.” He recalled his personal 


joy as a young priest in Vatican 


service when Pius X was elected 
on August 4, 1903. 


The Pontiff’s talk, delivered in 
a calm, firm voice, was an im- 
pressive recitation of the virtues 
and accomplishments of Pius X. 
He recalled his leadership in the 
fields of the sacred und profane 
sciences and arts, his work for 
biblical studies, for scholastic 
philosophy and theology according 
to the teaching of St. Thomas 
Aquinas, and linked him with 
Popes Innocent III, Honorius and 
Gregory IX as towering figures in 
the history of Canon Law. He 
quoted Pope Benedict XV who in 
promulgating the Code declared 
that Pius X was the only one to be 
properly called the author of the 
Code. 


Pius X was the first Pope to be 
beatified in nearly three centuries. 
The last Pontiff so honored was St. 
Pius V, a native of the same north- 
ern Italian region as Blessed Pius 
X. Pius V was declared blessed in 
1672 and canonized in 1712.

The Catholic Church heartily 
accepts Matthew 26:28, as it ac- 
cepts Hebrew 10:14-18. 


St. Luke (22:16-18) and St. 
Mark (14:22-24) use almost the 
same language as does Matthew on 
the Last Supper sacrifice. But in 
verse 20, St. Luke quotes Christ as 
saying to the Apostles: “Do this in 
remembrance of me,” 


Do what? Evidently the same 
thing that He had just done. He 
had consecrated bread 
into His body and blood and com- 
missioned the Apostles to perpe- P 
tuate His priesthood according to 
the order of Melchisedech. St. Paul 
(Heb. 5:10) tells us that God called 


in the things pertaining to God, 
that He may offer gifts and sacri- 
fices for sins” (5:1). 


He notes also (v. 4) “and no man 
takes the honor to himself [i.e. of 
high priest]; he takes it who is 
called by God as Aaron was,” or, 
we might add “as the Apostles 
were.” 

In verse 6, Paul himself applied 
to Christ the words used by David 
1000 years before, “Thou art a 
priest forever according to the 
order of Melchisedech.” He is a 
riest “forever” through the min- 
istry of those “who are called by 
God as Aaron was,” such as were 
the Apostles. Through them and

St. Paul tells us (1 Cor. 11:23- 
30) that he had received a special 
revelation from Christ on the sub- 
ject of the Eucharist; then he em- 
ploys practically the same lan- 
guage used by St. Luke, and notes 
that the priesthood “according to 
the order of Melchisedech” would 
be continued “until I come” (at 
the end of the world). 
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The Pope does not teach that 
the one offering of Christ on the 
cross is not sufficient for the re- 


mission of sins, nor does he teach 
that “every time the priest says 
Mass he kills Christ for the for- 
giveness of sins. 


This charge is refuted in the very 
next sentence quoted by Dallmann: 
“On the cross Christ was sacri- 
ficed in a bloody manner, in the 
Mass the priest sacrifices Christ in 
an unbloody manner.” 


This distinction was made by the 
Council of Trent, to which Dall- 
mann refers you, for the very pur- 
or of indicating the difference 

etween the offering of Christ on 
the cross and the offering of Christ 
in the Mass. 


To argue against the Mass is 
to argue against the chief religious 
practice of historical Christianity, 
namely, the daily glorification of 
God in an infinite manner. Just as 
David prophesied that Christ would 
be a “priest forever according to 
the order of Melchisedech” through 
the Apostles and their successors 
—and Christ provided for that at 
the Last Supper—so does the 
Prophet Malachy (1:11) foretell 
that the Gentiles of the New Law 
would have “a sacrifice in every 
place, a clean oblation.” 


His words are “from the rising 
of the sun éven to the going down 
My name is great among the Gen- 
tiles, and in every place there is 
sacrifice, and there is offered to 
My name a clean oblation: for My 
name is great among the Gentiles, 
says the Lord of Hosts.” 


Example Of Apostles 


At that time the Jews were the 
chosen people of God, who wor- 
shipped Him publicly by sacrifice 
instituted by Himself; and there 
was certainly no clean oblation 
offered to God among the Gentiles 
of that day. On the contrary, the 
Gentiles worshipped a multitude of 
gods, whom David styled “devils.” 
Evidently Malachy, the prophet, 
was talking about the future when 
the universal Church of Christ 
would be comprised chiefly of Gen- 
tiles. 


If anything is made clear by the 
Acts of the Apostles it is the prac- 
tice of the Gentile converts to meet 
together for the divine service of 
“breaking bread,” which all early 
Christian writers interpret to be 
what is now called the “Mass.” 


On the very day of His resurrec- 
tion Christ repeated the Last 
Supper’s unbloody sacrifice at 
Emmaus (Mark 24:30-3); and the 
two disciples on that occasion 
recognized Him “in the breaking 
of bread” (v. 35). 


By His death on the cross Christ 
expiated the sins of mankind, but 
that did not remove from religion 
its very essence—sacrificial wor- 
ship. Sacrifice implies the absolute 
dependence of the creature on the 
Creator, and that is why God de- 
manded sacrificial worship in the 
Old Law, and that is why, as Ter- 
tullian observed, there never ex- 
isted even a pagan nation which 
did not offer sacrifice. If sacrifice 
belongs to religion, then the New 
Law, the perfect Law, should have 
a “perfect” sacrifice. It has that 
in the Mass. 


God certainly would not have 
been satisfied, after the immola- 
tion of His divine Son on Calvary, 
with having His children merely 
look back on that as a memory.

Silent Testimony 


The “Reformers” certainly did 
not restore anything primitive. by 
doing away with the Mass, 
cause no lesson is taught with 
greater force by nislory than fre- 
_— participation in the Mass by 
the primitive Christians. They at- 
tended it at the risk of their lives; 
they built the Catacombs, where 
every traveler, even at this day, 
can see with his own eyes altars 
used for the Mass in the first, sec- 
ond, third and fourth centuries. The 
altar used by St. Peter is still pre- 
served. The Nestorians, the Euty- 
chians, of the fifth century; the 
Orthodox Churches, which can be 
traced back a thousand years, have 
had the Mass from the beginning 
and have it now. 


The “Reformers” were compelled 
to give up the Mass when they lost 
Apostolic succession, the only link 
which could possibly bind them to 
the primitive Church. 


In their ritual service the Lu- 
therans still retain a portion of the 
Mass. They could not go beyond the 
Creed, because the balance of the 
Mass is related to the consecration, 
and the effects of consecration. 


The writers of the Augsburg 
Confession and the Apology found 
it ag | difficult to abolish the 
Mass. The article dealing with the 
Mass commences with the recogni- 
tion of the complaint of the “un- 
just reproach against them of 
abolishing the Mass. . . It is cele- 
brated (say they) amongst us with 
extreme reverence, and in it are 
preserved almost all the ordinary 
ceremonies.” 


In fact, when in 1523, Luther 
reformed the Mass and drew up 
his formula, (Cap. de Miss). 
scarcely anything was altered by 
him that struck the eye of the peo- 
ple. The Introit was retained, the 
Kyrie, the Collect, the Epistle, the 
Gospel, the Creed, the preaching, 
the Prayers, the Preface, the Sanc- 
tus, the words of Consecration, the 
Elevation, the Lord’s Prayer, the 
Agnus Dei, the Communion, the 
Thanksgiving. The singing in Latin 
was even retained. 

We read in the Confession of 
Augsburg: “Together with the 
chanting in Latin, are mingled the 
prayers in the German tongue, for 
the instruction of .the people. In 
this Mass we see the altar orna- 
ments and sacerdotal garments, 
and great care was taken to retain 
them as appeared from their prac- 
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my life. I can only humbly thank 
God for His great gift to me and 
His guidance. 

“There is one thing that bothers 
me, however, and that is that | 
have found it very difficult to meet 
other Catholic women and men. 
I'm 24, and there doesn't seém to 
be any organizations ‘~- pec’: of 
my age to meet and .t acquaint- 
ed.

Their souls were being satiated! 

The good Master, who is ever 
mindful of the temporal needs of 
those who seek Him only, did not 
forget. By a miracle, He pro- 
vided adequate nourishment for 
the thousands, as they sat upon 
the green that summer’s day of 
long ago. 

“I have compassion on the mul- 
titude, for behold they have now 
been with Me three days, and have 
nothing to eat; and if I shall send 
them away fasting to their homes, 
they will faint in the way: for, 
some of them came from afar 
off.” 


The multiplication of the loaves, 
of which the faithful are remind- 
ed in today’s liturgy, was used by 
the Master as a figure, as a sort 
of advance notice, so to speak, of 
the multiplication of another kind 
of Bread which He was soon to 
give them, not once only, but 
thousands and millions of times,— 

ea, He would give it to His fol- 

wers daily—unto the end of 
time. 


"Take Ye And Eat’ 


“Take ye and eat!” He said to 
His apostles in giving to mankind 
His greatest gift, Himself, to be 
the Food of their souls. “Do this 
in commemoration of Me!” He 
commanded, to assure all His fol- 
lowers, unto the end of time, a 
ready access to the Bread of Life. 

The early Christians knew the 
spiritual power of this Divine Food 


and daily drew therefrom the 
strength to conquer, even unto 
death. 


As centuries followed, love seem- 
ingly cooled. Participation in the 
heavenly banquet became no long- 
er a daily occurrence among the 
laity. At the turn of the present 
eentury, the Master raised up an- 
ether great man, a Champion of 
the Eucharist, who once again re- 
stored daily Holy Communion to 
all the faithful. 

It was the same Pope who, a few 
weeks ago, was raised to the hon- 
ers of the altar, Blessed Pius X. 

Daily all. practical Catholics 
pray in the “Our Father” the 
words, “Give us this day our daily 
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bread,” yet some there are who do 
not recognize in these words of the 
Master, a petition for their “daily 
spiritual food.” 

Many would not think of deny- 
ing the body three meals a day, but 
do not hesitate to starve the soul 
by restricting its reception of the 
Food of Divine Life to once a 
month or once a year.

On that night of long ago when 
the Master instituted the greatest 
of Sacraments, the Holy Euch- 
arist, He meant it to be the “per- 
fect food” whereby Divine Life 
reaches complete fruition in the 
human soul. Just as a child’s 
growth is stunted if he be depriv- 
ed of food for long periods of time, 
so is the spiritual growth of the 
soul thwarted in its full develop- 
ment, when deprived of its spirit- 
ual nourishment. 
What a grand sight it is in some 
churches to see large numbers ap- 
— the Holy Table daily at 
oly Mass. When on vacation last

Were all Catholic families to ar- 
range for themselves a regular 
Family Communion Day, and keep 
to it each month, family ties would 
soon become more closely knit to- 
gether. Even though many mem- 
bers of the family do receive Holy 
Communion daily, there is some- 
thing added when they remind one 
another that “tomorrow is our 
family Communion day.”

He was director of the Saint 
Damien leprosarium in To-Hai- 
Tse, near Antung, which he had 
founded himself in 1946. The 
Sisters of Our Lady of the Angels, 
who assisted him in his work, still 
operate the hospital for lepers in 
spite of many dangers from the 
hostile Chinese government. 

The French government’s cita- 
tion, published in its Official Jour- 
nal, stated: 

“Father Signoret, from the time 
of his arrival in China in 1926, 
never ceased to set the highest 
example of devotion, charity and 
selflessness by placing himself at 
the service of lepers to whom he 
devoted his life after the war. He 


was savagely assassinated by 
Fhanéiie. ils herele ty,

Group Will Try Again To 
Have Mother Cabrini 
Statue Removed 


New Orleans —(NC)—Rebuffed 
in their first court attempt to 
have a statue of St. Frances Xav- 
ier Cabrini removed from public 
property here, a Protestant lay- 
man and five ministers have made 
known they will carry their case 
to a higher tribunal. 


The protestants complained that 
the Saint, depicted in religious 
garb in a statue on city property, 
violated the “separation of church 
and state” clause of the Constitu- 
tion. They also contended that 
Mother Cabrini did not labor in 
the part of the city where the 
statue is located. 


The court action was instigated 
by George L. Singleman, a lay- 
man and later was joined by five 
Protestant ministers whose 
churches are situated in the neigh- 
borhood where the statue stands. 


The case was tried before Judge 
Louis H. Yarrut, who hande.. down 
his decision last March 21. The 
jurist held the statue properly 
could have been erected to Mother 
Cabrini on city property as a pub- 
lic benefactor to the people of New 
Orleans. He recalled that she 
established two institutions here— 
an orphanage and a day home — 
and rendered great service to the 
citizenry during a yellow fever 
epidemic.

Catholic Church that it’s easy to 
become confused; so take a minute 
to straighten out just whose feast 
we celebrate today, June 24th. 


This is the day we honor Saint 
John the Baptist, also known as 
The , or The Baptizer. 
His father was Zachary and his 
mother Elizabeth, a relative of 
Mary, the Mother of God. As a boy, 
he left home to live alone in the 
desert.

Ray F. Murray, 
Catholic Rural Life—WRS mem- 
ver of the CROP Cabinet, partici- 
pated in the presentation of an ini- 
tial gift of 40,000 bushels of wheat 
to Madame Vijaya Lakshmi Pan- 
dit, Indian Ambassador’ to the 
United States.

It is going to India, not only as 
food, but as something that will 
bind the peoples of India to the 
people of America in a manner in 
which no treaty can. This wheat 
will not only feed my people — 
fill their empty stomachs—but re- 
vive their spirit and show them 
the warmth and generosity of the 
American people. It will build a 
bridge of friendship between our 
countries that the peopl? will 
walk across.” 


The CROP gift of 40,000 bushels 
of wheat was drawn from contri- 
butions of top agricultural states 
to the program’s ongoing cam- 
paign for world relief. dt is being 
shipped immediately to Bombay by 
CROP. The churches of America 
through CROP will work with the 
government of India to insure 
just, efficient and free distribution 
of all grain contributions on the 
basis of need. 

In addition to Catholic Rural 
Life—War Relief Services, CROP 
is sponsored by Church World 
Service and Lutheran World Re- 
lief. It functions for more than 
50 million Catholics and Protest-

Speaking of the efforts and 
sacrifices that have contributed to 
the progress of the missions the 
Encyclical said: “This salutary 
progress of the work of the 
missions has cost. not only cease- 
less and great labors of those who 
sowed the seed of the Gospel but 


“In the course of centuries there 
have not been lacking in some 
countries the most violent persecu- 
tions of the nascent Church; and in 
our own there are countries in the 


with the martyrs’ blood in the 
Same cause ... Not only do We 


fatherly love, but We reverence 
them with a fatherly veneration, 
since We are fully aware that their 
high sense of duty is sometimes 
crowned with martyrdom.” 


The Pontiff likened the labors of 
the missionaries to those of SS. 
Peter and Paul and of the “early 
handful of unarmed Christians 
overthrowing what was perhaps 
the greatest power that ever exist- 
ed. What happened then, will un- 
doubtedly often happen again.” 


The Pontiff in his Encyclical 
scored those who have tried to 
separate Catholics from the Apos- 
tolic See. He reminded that Cath- 
olics have been able to make the 
fully justified rejoinder “that 
while they are second to none in 
the matter of patriotism, they gen- 
uinely desire to enjoy a rightful 
liberty.” 

“There are some shepherds, as 
you know, venerable brethren,” the 
Encyclical continued, “who strive 


to lead away the sheep from this 
one fold and haven of salvation; | 
you likewise know that this danger | 
is daily growing greater. 

“When We consider before God 
the immense number of men with- 


out the truth of the Gospel, and 


duly reckon the grave danger that 
faces many from the prevalence of 
atheistic materialism or from a 
certain so-called Christian creed 
which is infected by the tenets and 
errors of communism, We feel the 
deepest solicitude and concern that 
nothing be left undone to promote 
the work of the apostolate through- 
out the world. 


“We make Our own the exhorta- 
tion of the Prophet saying: ‘Cry, 
cease not, lift up thy voice like a 
trumpet’ (Isaias, 58, 1.).” 

In discussing these difficulties 
the Pontiff made particular men- 
tion of Latin America. “We pray 
especially for those missionaries 
who labor in the interior of Latin 
America, since We are aware of 
the dangerous. pitfalls to which 
they are exposed from open and 
covert attacks of heretical teach- 
ing,” he wrote. 

The Encyclical defined the object 
of the Church’s missionary activi- 
ties as follows: “To bring the light 
of the Gospel to new races and to 
form new Christians.” 


“However,” the document added, 
“the ultimate goal of missionary 
endeavor, which should never be 
lost out of sight, is to establish the 
Church on sound foundations 
among non-Christian peoples and 
place the Church under her own 
native hierarchy.” 

In.earrying on such activities, 
missionaries should cooperate with 
each’ other to the fullest possible 
extent, the Encyclical said. It re- 
minded that he who has been called 
to the foreign missions has re- 
ceived a sublime vocation to con- 
secrate his life to the spreading of 
the Kingdom of God to the farthest 
ends of the earth, and added: 

“He (the missionary) must, 
therefore, consider the country to 
which he is going to evangelize as 
second fatherland and must love it 
with due charity. 

“Furthermore, let him not seek 
any earthly advantage for his own

country or religious institute, but 
let him rather seek what may help 
toward the salvation of souls. 


“Certainly, he should dearly love 
his fatherland and his order, but 
the Church Should be loved with a 
still more ardent devotion. And 
let him remember that nothing will 
be to the advantage of his own 
order that is detrimental to the 
good of the Church.” 


The Encyclical repeated the 
cotmse! given in this respect by 
Pius Xl] 25 years ago: “. . . do not 
hesitate to summon to your aid as 
your co-workers missionaries who 
are not of your own religious fam- 
ily, whether they be priests or be- 
long to lay institutes ... Let 
religious orders and congregations 
take legitimate pride in the foreign 
missions entrusted to them as well 
as in the harvest of souls so far 
won for the Kingdom of Christ. 


“But let them remember that 
they have not received their portion 
of the Lord’s Vineyard by a kind of 
private title in perpetuity. Rather 
they hold it at the will of the Holy 
See, whose right and responsibil- 
ity it is to see that it is fully 
developed.” 


The Encyclical pointed out that 
Pius XI had “with almost 
prophetic vision” warned of possi- 
ble conditions which have now been 
tragically verified in the Far East, 
particularly in China and Korea. 


“In these countries,” the docu- 
ment said, “that were the most 
flourishing missions ripe for the 
harvest are now, alas, reduced to 
dire straits. Would it were per- 
mitted to Us to hope that the peo- 
ples of Korea and China, who are 
naturally cultured and honorable 
and have been renowned from early 
times for their high standard of 
civilization, may as soon as possible 
be freed not only from turbulent 
factions and wars but from an 
inimical doctrine which seeks only 
the things of the earth and scorns 
the things of Heaven—and more- 
over, that they may appraise 
rightly the Christian charity and 
virtue of foreign missionaries and 
native priests who strive only to 
promote the genuine good of peo- 
ple by their labors and, if neces- 
sary, by the sacrifice of their lives,” 


The Encyclical then quoted the 
following from “Rerum Ecclesias” 
by Pius XI: “Suppose owing to war 
or political upheavals there is a 
change of government in some 
missionary territory, and the re- 
quest is made or a law passed that 
foreign missionaries of a certain 
country must leave, Suppose again 
the more unlikely case that a 
native population raised to a high- 
er degree of culture and political 
development, in order to gain its 
freedom wants to drive out of its 
territory all governors, armed 
forces and missionaries belonging 
to an occupying foreign power and 
that it cannot do so otherwise than 
by force. What then, We ask, 
would be the disaster that would 
threaten the Church throughout all 
that territory, unless full provision 
has been made for the needs of the 
Christian populace by a network of 
native priests throughout the whole 
country ?” 

Pius XII, in his Encyclical, then 
stated that it is unnecessary, 
where the territory has been en- 
trusted to the native clergy, that 
all foreign missionaries. depart 
immediately. They had better stay 


on to some extent, working and 


cooperating with the native clergy 
in charge. 

After having discussed the need 
for Catholic Action organizations, 


ed by justice and charity,” as “an 
aspect of no less importance” in 
view of communist activities. 

“While communist propaganda, 
today so widespread, is readily de- 
ceiving the minds of the simple and 
untutored,” the Encyclical said, 
“We seem to hear an echo of those 
words of the Divine Saviour, ‘I 
have compassion on the multitude.’ 
It is imperative to put into practice, 
with zeal and diligence, the right 
principles taught by the Church in 
this matter. 

“It is imperative to keep all 
nations free.from these pernicious 
doctrines which represent the en- 
joyment of this world as the unique 
goal to be attained by men in this 
mortal life. 


“At the same time, by subject- 
ing everything to state ownership 
and control, they reduce the dignity 
of the human person almost to 
zero. It is imperative to proclaim 
in private and in public that we are 
all exiles making our way to our 
immortal home, and are destined 
to eternal happiness, to which 
truth and virtue must lead us. 
Christ is the only real defender of 
human justice, the only true con- 
soler of human misery that in this 
life is unavoidable.
